It will be noted that in the foregoing 
table the export of cheese has increas- 
ed from about 91-3 million dollars in 
1890 to nearly 20 million dollars in 
1900, but Professor Robertson is not 
yet satisfied that it is put on the Brit- 
ish, markct in the,best possible condi- 
tion. The cheese is not uniformly cur- 


ed to meet the taste of the best cus- 
tomers. Satisfactorily to obviate this 
defect the Dominion government is 
now building four large consolidated 
curing-rooms, two in Ontario and two 
in Quebec province, at the chief cheese 
producing centres. These are to be 
used as object lessons in a new method, 
und it is expected that when the gOv- 
ernment has demonstrated their suc- 
cess the whole country frem ocean to 
ocean will be dotted over with similar 
establishments, worked by private en- 
terprise. Of the consolidated curing: 
rooms now being erected each will 
handle the cheese of from ten to twen- 
ty co-operative factories. The cheese 
will be taken when one day old and 
cured at a temperature of under 55 de- 
grees, thereby avoiding any heated flay- 
or or other faylts that have sometimes 
hindered the extension of business in 
this great Canadian staple in the Brit- 
ish markets. The work at these con- 
solidated curing establishmenis will 
for some years be managed under goy- 
ernment superintendence, but it is an- 
ticipated that the saving of shrinkage 
in the cheese will about cover the ex- 
penses—‘‘and so,”’ remarked Pro‘essor 
Robertson, “it is good business as well 
as good policy for the department of 
agriculture.” “Now, if we cured the 
cheese in the very best possibie way,” 
continued Professor Robertson, “it 
would be manifestly absurd to allaw it 
to be spoiled in transit in the heated 
holds of steamers, and hence the de- 
partment has made arrangements with 
the five most important steamship 
lines doing business with Oanada di- 
rect for the mechanical refrigeration 
of those parts of their sbips in which 


perishable products are stored. The 
five steamship companies providing 


this cold storage are the Manchester 
Liners, the Elder-Dempster, the Allan, 
the Thomson, and the Donaldson Lines. 
It is somewhat of a misnomer to call 
the system ‘cold storage’ as the process 
is merely a simple mechanical process! 
for circulating cool air through the | 
places where cheese, apples, and such- 

like perishable products are placed. We 

have every reason to believe that we 

can double qur cheese trade in the next 

ten years. Our buiter trade increased 

fivefold in five years as the result of a 

cold storage system, which has made it 

possible to deliver dairy produce in 

British markets without deteriora- 

tion.” 

“A new steamship service,” Profes- 
sor Robertson continued, “is being | 
opened up between Prince Edward Is- 
land and Manchester direct, and from 
this connection great results are an- 
ticipated. Than the food commodities 
produced by Prince Edward Island 
there is nothing better of the kind in 
the markets of the world. As a dis- 
tributing centre for an enormops popu- 
lation earning good wages and pur- 
chasing all they consume Manchester, 
with her modern shipping facilities, o:- 
fers a magnificent market for Canadian 
food products. At the present time 
Mr. W. A. McKinnon, chief of the fruit 
division of the department of agricul- 
ture, is here, and he will remain in 
Manchester through the summer to 
find out what is best suited for that 
market, and how Canadian agricultur- 
ists can best present it to the tradi in 
Manchester. Last session the Domin- 
ion parliament passed a fruit marks act 
to prevent improper and false marking, 
and to ensure thiat the fruit in the mid- 
dle of a barrel should be identical in 
quality with that exhibited at the erd:. 
There are nine inspectors charged with 
the enforcement of this act, and it is 
the wish and intention of the govern- 
ment to see that the high standard oi 
Canadian products is maintained ~ in 
British markets. At each of the ports 
of Loadon, Liverpool, Manchester, Bris- 
tol, and Glasgow. the Canadian govern- 
ment has a responsible, specially ap- 
pointed officer, whose duty it is to 
watch how all Canadian. products are 
handled on their discharge from the 
ship. This first-hand information 1

by the Department of Agriculture in 
its educational campaign among the

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DISGRACEFUL RAILWAY SERVICE 

For the third time this season traf- 
travel and mail services have been 
stopped on the C. & E. railway for 
from three to ten days. This is be- 


coming monotonous. And people are 
asking each other if something can- 


not be done about it. Is a Tailway 
fompany to be permitted to treat its 
contracts and the service it owes the 
public so lightly. A railway is in a 
different position from any other busi- 
ness enterprise. Not only does it 
monopolize the traffic of the region 
which it serves, but it creates business 
conditions which are absolutely de- 
pendent on the continuance of its ser- 
vice. Soma years ago 2 mail at in- 
tervals of three or four days was a 
satisfactory service. But with the 
growth of the cquntry a daily mail has 
become a greater necessity than the 
semi-weekly mail was then. 

It may be said, that the traffic has 
been stopved by an act of pravidence, 
and that therefore the company is not 
responsible. But that is not the fact. In 

every case oi a washout,—and certain- 
ly in this latest case—the company had 
engines on both sides of the break, 
which might have been used to keep up 
the raail and passenger service, the 
transfer from the train south of the 


fic, 


. preak to that north of it being made 


by teams. Had this been done there 
would have been little or no interrup- 
tion of eicher mail or passenger ser- 
vice. It could nave been done in every 
case, but it was not done In any case. 
The company seemed to think that they 
were under no obligation in the mater. 


If the train got through, well ard 
good, the mail went too. It the train 
t he 


did not go through neither did 
mail. 
The time has certainly come for the 


post office department to bring the 
railway company to a sense of their 
obligations to the public. The coun- 


iry has been paying $80,000 a year for 
eleven years for the carriage of the 
mails, and is entitled to good service 
for the money. It is for the post office 
department to see that there is no 
more shirking of responsibility by the 
company in case of a break ip the 
track from any cawse. 

A further word on that point is in 
order. There bas been bad weather 
and possibly some of the washoyts have 
been unavoidable. But the company is 
responsible for the delay in repairing 
them, and that delay has been wit.b- 
out excuse in every case, j 

Besides the. weather 1s not alio- 
gether responsible for the breaks that 
have occurred, The road bed has been 
allowed to s® run down in condition 
that very little is necessary to cause a 
‘reck and to make slow the work o* 
repairing it, even if a fair amount of 
energy were used. 

The business effect of the frequent 
stoppages of traffic on the C. & E., es- 
pecially during the season of immigra- 
tion and land prospecting, cannoi be 
over estimated. If the government has 
any authority whereby the company 
van be compelled to keap the road in 
condition, to promptly repair breaks 
when they unavoidably occur, and to 
keep up the mail and passenger ser- 
vice, it should be exercised to the full- 
est extent. The couniry has paid well 
for ‘the C. & E. and the couatry is en- 
titled to etficient and reliable service 
over it. he fact that the Iine is not 
operated by its owners makes no dif- 
ference to the public. That does not 
shift the responsibility. The C. & E. 
company received the bonuses and 
c<hould be held for the service. If thet 
company cannot Operate its own road, 
it should sell out to a company that 
can. In the meantime it should be 
responsible for the gperation of the 
road—especially so far as that opera- 
tion depends on the condition of the 
road bed.

A STORY OF OLD DAYS. 

The Historic! and Scientific society 
of Manitoba, has just issued a very ir- 
teresting pamypblet relating to the 
early life of Manitoba and the Norih- 
west, or to be more in form, of the 
Red River and the Saskatchewan. It 
is entitled; “The First Canadian Wom- 
an in the Northwest,” the story of 
Marie Anse Gaboury, wife of John 
Baptiste Lajimoniere, who arrived in 
the Northwest in 1807, and died at St, 
Boniface at the age of 96 years, by 'M. 
L’Abbe G. Dugast, translated by Miss 
J. M. Morico. The account is interest- 
ing for many reasons, one being that 
it gives the founding of one of the 
principal French. half-breed families of 
Manitoba; another that it gives a close 
view. of life in the earliest days of set- 
tlement, both on the Red River and on 


the Saskatchewan; and still another 
because it gives a glimpse of life at 
Edmonton in the very early years of 
the century, just ended. 

Mrs. Lajimoniere was born in 1782 
in the county of Maskinange, Quebec, 
rM. Lajimoniere was of the same 
neighborhood, and before his marriage 
had spent five years in the Northwest. 
The marriage took place in Maskinr 
ange ie April, 1807. During the same 
year the Lajimonieres came to the 
Red River with the Northwest trad- 
ing company’s brigade of boats, fol- 
lowing up the Ottawa, crossibg the 
height of land to lake Nipissing, then 
following the north shores of lakes 
Huron and Superior to Fort William, 
then the boat route by way of Rainy 
lake and Lake of the Woods to the 
Red river, reaching Pembina for the 
winter. Next Spring the Lajimonieres 
started for the Saskatchewan by 
canoe. The account continues; 


“They arrived at the Fort of 
Prairies by the end of August. M. 
Lajimoniere had spent a winter there 
two years previous and being acquaint- 
ed with the factor, Mr. Bird, obtained 
a place for himself and his wife in the 
Fort for the autumn and winter. 


“The Fort of the Prairies, whidh is 
new called Edmonton, was the most 
important fort in the west at that 
time. Being the great reunion point 
or the Indians, all the tribes met there, 
Blackfeet, Assiniboines, Sarcees, Blood 
and Crees. ‘When these different 
bands were assembled around the Fort 
they were often the cause of great un- 
easiness to the factor and his employ- 
ees who regarded them with very ser- 
ious fears. More than one battle took 
place in which bload was ‘freely spilt 
and more than one combatant met his 
death. The men in charge of the Mori 
had need of invincible courage and 
muscles of steel to rule these savages 
who acknowledged no sovereignty but 
that enforced by courage anu strength. 
They must be ruled by fear just as 
we tame wild animals by exerting that 
power. 

Madame Lajimoniere wintered 
four consecutive years at the Fort o¢ 
the Prairies, arriving at that post in 
the autumn of 1808 she only return- 
ed to Red River in the spring of 1811. 
During the winters her husband was 
absent the greater part of the time 
visiting his snares and getting furs. 
He was not engaged in the service of 
the company but hunted on his own 
account and like the Indians brought 
his skins to trade at the Fort. Im the 
spring ‘when the fur season was over 
he left the Fort to hunt buffalof wrd 
his wife accompanied him, mounted on 
horseback she would ride for a whole 
diay over the prairies and through the 
woods. When her husband found a 
favorable spot for the chase the tents 
would be pitched and they would stay 
there for some time. 

The history recites a number of char- 
acteristic adventures cf the years 
1809-11, In the latter year the La- 
jimonieres returned: io the Red River 
and settled permanently at St. Boni- 
face. The history then gives a num- 
ber of details of interest connected 
with the Red River settlement, includ- 
ing the strife between the Hudson’s 
Bay and Northwest companies and the 
first attempts at farming, including 
the devastations first by the grasshop- 
pers and then by the floods, a strange 
start for a region whose name now 
stands for abundance throughout the 
world. ' 

The Lajimonieres had four children; 
Reine, Jean Baptiste, Josette and Ben- 
jamin.

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A id Regions of the United States. 
Bradstreets. 

According to the twenty-second an- 
nual report of the United States geo- 
logical curvey, the arid regions of the 
United States include about two-fifths 
of its entire area, and extend from 
about the middle of the continent west- 
ward nearly to the Pacific ocean. & 
broad intermediate subarid or subhu- 
mid belt, near the center of the United 
States, extends over North Dakota, 
South Dakota, wesicru Nebraska, west- 
ern Kansas and into Oklahoma and the 
panhandle of Texas. In very wet years 
the subhumid region creeps up to the 
foot hills of the Rocky Mcountains; dur- 
ing dry years the greater part of the 
plains region west of the Missouri river 
becomes semiarid. Arid regions are 
those in which the average annual 
rainfal] is twenty inches or less. Large 
tracts of Canada and Mexico, as well 
as of the United States and a great 
part of the countries ot tne old world, 
are according to our standard arid. Ir- 
rigation was the basis of agriculture, 
and therefore of the civilization of 
many of the ancient peoples, a fact of 
much significance to us, 

If the surface of the globe were flat 
the rains would probably be distribut- 
ed uniformly in broad bands parallel 
to the equator; Pui the uniform move- 
ment of the atmosphere is interfered 
with by lofty mountain masses. In 
the United States as a whole the gen- 
eral movement of the atmosphere is 
from west to east. The damp winds 
from the Pacific deposit their moisiure 
on the igh masses of the Sierra Ne- 
vada in the winter, and on the Rocky 
Mountains in the summer, leaving the 
broad lower plains lying east of each 
great mountain mass dry, sterile and 
desert-like. Thus the mountain ranges 
are well watered, while the -lowlands 
are parched with drought. These srid
